TYPHUS EPIDEMIC 
HITS COMMUNIST 
TROOPS IN KOREA 


Disease Now in Third 
Week, Army Spokesman 
Says — Thousands Re- 
ported Dead. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (UP)—} 


A typhus epidemic has hit the 
Chinese and North Korean Com- 
munist troops in Korea and 
“materially reduced their fight- 
ing capabilities,’ an Army 
spokesman said today. 

The epidemic started three 
weeks ago, already has caused 
“several thousand” deaths among 
the Red soldiers, and has shown 
no sign of abating, the spokes- 
man said. He reported the epi- 
demic was of “serious propor- 
tions.” 

The informant said that there 


American or other United Na- 
tions soldiers in Korea. He said 
they all had been inoculated. 

As for the Communist soldiers, | 
the spokesman said he did not 
think they were inoculated. He 
also pointed out that their poorer 
sanitary conditions and medical 
facilities were conducive to the 
spread of the disease. 

The spokesman said that the 
outbreak of typhus among the 
Communist soldiers had resulted 
in a change in operations of the 
U.N. forces,\ particularly on the 
east flank. \This indicated that 
the typhus epidemic was partly 
responsible for the current Allied 
limited offensive in Korea. 

Sources in Gen. Douglas Mac-

iad reported Monday the preva- 
lence of typhus in Communist 
ranks, but the Army spokesman’s 
statement today was the first of- 
ficial confirmation of the reports.

Calls for Faith in U. S. 

In his report on his 21-day in- 
spection tour of Europe, he called 
on Congressmen, whom he ad- 
dressed in an informal joint meet- 
ing of the Senate and House, to 
have faith in America in this 
“decade of decision” and in the 
leadership this country can pro- 
vide. He said this, in turn, would 
inspire the same kind of leader- 
ship among “our friends abroad.” 

“We must give Europe assist- 
‘ance not only because there is, 
no acceptable alternative, but be- 
cause if we were left standing 
alone, isolated in a world of 


Communism, our system would 


‘wither away,” he declared. 


Solemnly, Eisenhower told the 
Congressmen that their decisions 
on defense co-operation with 
Western Europe would determine 
the course of civilization and 
whether free governments would 
continue to exist.

They are very small, there are 
only 300,000 people there, but 
they set their jaws and said, “We 
will have universal military serv- 
ice with no exemptions.” 

Now, they said “We are very 
badly handicapped. We have 
equipment for one battalion only, 
what we particularly need at the 
moment is some artillery equip- 
ment.” 

And as I continued my tour, I 
came to Ottawa, and I told the 
Canadians about this trouble, and 
the Canadians said, “Why, we 
have some artillery, we can ship

I 
don’t mean ‘pushed out in the 
sense that as fast as we pro- 
duce units, they must be de- 
ployed all over the world. I 
mean financial, moral, mate- 
rial, military strength, as it is 
produced. 

Our friends must know it, in- 
‘spired by it, and living with it, 
so they must produce equal 
amounts, far more than each in 
his particular area, because our 
view from a central position must 
be directed to so many sectors. 
We cannot concentrate on our 
force in any one sector, even 
when one is as important as west- 
ern Europe, We must largely sit 
here with a great mobile power- 


gered in the world. 

The point I make is that as 
of this moment, the Western 
European complex is so impor- 
tant to our future, with them 
our future is se definitely tied 
that we can not afford to do less 
‘than our best in making sure 
that it doeg not go down the 
drain. 

I repeat that with given mor- 
ale, that we must produce, then 
there is one element left, time. 

We must accept, as we must 
always accept, the disadvantage, 
militarily, internationally, that 
goes with peaceful intent and de- 
fensive purposes only. Any ag- 
gressor picks a day on which he 
intends to strike, and he builds 
everything to that point. We have 


support if necessary over the next 
20 years, 30 years, whatever may 
be the time necessary, as long as 
the threat, the announced threat 
of aggression, remains in the 
world, and that means since we 


some of it, indeed, very good. 


I believe that although it is 
essential to have the transfer of 
certain of our units carefully 
gauged in their ratio to what 
Europe is doing,-so that there 
would be a going forward to- 
gether and no one suspicious of 
the other, while that is essen- 
tial, the great and crying need 
today as I see it is equipment. 
That is the preparation of arma- 
ments and air force, and we 
must do it quickly. 


I believe that properly adjusted 
to this purpose of ours, the pur- 
pose of peace and security, is our 
ability to carry it forward with- 
out insolvency for year after year. 
I believe that within those limits 
we must now go to the produc- 
tion of equipment exactly as if 
we were preparing for an emer- 
gency and war. 

We must remember this: In 
World War II we used a system 
we called “lend-lease,” and I 
heard often in my headquarters 
people criticize this scheme of 
lend-lease. Now, I never could 
feel that way about it, and I will 
tell you why, ladies and gentle- 
men. It took a rifle and a man 
to go out and advance the cause 
of the Allies against the enemy 
we had.

Returns for Quarter Due April 30 


Employers of household ser- 
vants whose earnings qualify 
them for Social Security cover- 
age must be prepared to remit 
Social Security taxes to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue not 
later than April 30 for the quarter 
that began Jan. 1, Collector of 
Revenue James P. Finnegan said 
ay. , 

In the meantime, employers 
should be withholding 144 per 
cent of all wages paid any such 
employe since Jan. 1 if the em- 


total at least $50 by the end of 
March. The employe must also 
work all or part of 24 days during 
the quarter or the same number 
of days in the preceding quarter 
to qualify. Only cash wages are 
considered in this determination. 
Returns to the. Collector of the 
withheld tax plus an equal 
amount contributed by the em- 
ployer may be made in either of 
two ways. 
Possible Methods. 

If the employer or her hus- 
band is already making Social 
Security tax returns on other 
employes in a wholly-owned busi- 
ness or professional practice, the 
household employes may be add-

Or, the em- 
ployer .may use a household re- 
port form known as Form 942 
which may be obtained by ap- 
plying in person or by mail to 
the Collector of Internal Revenue, 
Miscellaneous Tax Division, Fed- 
eral Building, giving the employ- 
er’s name and address. 

Once the employer’s name and 
address are listed with the Col- 
lector, forms will be sent each 
quarter thereafter without further 
request.

It informed Mr. Childs that he would be asked 
to make one of the talks. Soon afterward he 
was notified that the plans had been “changed” 
and that he would not be needed as a speaker. 

Why? 

Because Mr. Childs’ name along with those 
of others who were to be invited had been 
submitted to the House Un-American Activities 
Committee by Superintendent Hobart M. Corn- 
ing of the Washington schools for “clearance.” 

The report to Superintendent Corning was 
that Mr. Childs and the others were “listed” 
in the committee's files. As a consequence, 
the school official’ ruled that they could not 
speak at Miner ‘Teachers College. Presumably 
the easiest way out was to call off the cen- 
tennial observance. 

Mr. Childs did what any patriotic American 
citizen would do. He at once asked the House 
committee for an explanation of the “listing.” 
He was told that one listing was for “sponsor- 
ing,” 14 years ago, an organization entitled the 
American Writers Congress, about which he 
savs he remembers nothing, if indeed, he ever 
before heard of it. The second listing resulted 
from a connection 13 years ago with an organ- 
ization called the Washington Friends of Span- 
ish Democracy. This organization was declared 
subversive by the Attorney General in 1944. 

Surely everyone who reads Mr. Childs’ 
straightforward report of this vicious excur- 
sion into defamation will: be both outraged and 
frightened by it. The only point at, which Mr. 
Childs is wrong is when he calls this a “small 
incident.” It is a big incident—one just as big 
as the entire United States. For what happens 
to him can happen to every other citizen, -in- 
cluding even the McCarthys, the Jenners and 
the Capeharts, whose “security” if they only 
knew it, is an illusion which can be struck 
down at any moment by the fearful, unmanage- 
able forces which they themselves have set 
loose. 

Marquis Childs was a member of the 
Post-Dispatch staff from 1926 to 1944. Since 
he took the place of the late Raymond Clapper 
as a syndicated columnist we have printed his 
writings almost every day. We have the fullest 
possible confidence in his patriotism. Any day 
in the vear we will put his loyalty up against 
that of all the agents of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee combined. 

This descent into the wavs of the Gestapo 
makes our blood boil. Are we free Americans 
living with our heads up in the glorious land of 
Jefferson and Lincoln? Or are we weaklings 
cowering behind the Iron Curtain that shrouds 
the Kremlin's satellites? 

Marquis Childs’ column today tells us that 
we have not a minute to lose in finding out!

Tonsillitis on the Railroads 


The switchmen’s union states Its case for bet- 
fer working conditions in today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion, but the switchmen could hardly 
find a worse wavy to try to enforce their de- 
mands than hv wildcat strikes. 

The railroads have advertised their position 
in the two-vear-old labor dispute. The Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen is entitled to go 
hetore the public. But how can the switchmen 
expect a good reception, when they become 
almost unanimous victims of “‘tonsillitis’” and 
other alleged ailments, and disrupt freight 
service in a dozen tities? 

This epidemic defies the Government, which 
took over the railroads last August because of 
the labor dispute. It defies anti-strike injunc- 
tions obtained during the December walkout. 
It invites more contempt moe on top of 
those which the union is still fighting. 

Tonsillitis is a pocr ruse for exacting better 
working conditions. It makes little difference 
whether the union leaders authorized the strike, 
and they say they did not. The results threaten 
defense shipments, and the switchmen surely 
must Know that defiance of the Government 
threatens the welfare of their union. 

Quick recuperation would be advisable.

Thirteen for Freedom 

With the arrival of a battalion of Belgian 
and Luxembourg soldiers, troops of 13 ecoun- 
tries are now fighting for the United Nations 
in Korea, There can be no better answer to 
the false charge that other countries are shirk- 
ing their responsibility to repel aggression, and 
leaving the whole burden to the United States. 

Correspondents report that those soldiers 
from countries other than the United States 
have fought bravely and well, earning the hard 
way the admiration of now battle-toughened 
American soldiers and marines. Particularly 
have the Turks, Britons, Puerto Ricans distin- 
guished themselves on the ground. 

The lion’s share of the fight, of course, is 
still being borne by the United States and South 
Korea. For the contributions of some nations, 


- like the most recent arrivals from Belgium and 


Luxembourg, are no more than token forces. 
But it should not be forgottcn that in this 
partnership for the defense of freedom, of 
which the fight in Korea is a part, the United 
States is being assisted by British troops in 
Malaya, French troops in Indochina, and West 
European troops defending West Europe. 
Americans need_to realize that if they would 
lead the free world, and expect their ideas

about Communist China to tarry the day in 
the United Nations, for example, they must 
accept responsibilities far greater than those 
to which they have been accustomed in the 
past. Leadership, like freedom, does not come 
cheaply. 
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Pleven Goes, Eisenhower Comes 

Gen. Eisenhower arrives and French Premier 
Pleven departs, and between arrival and. de- 
parture there is the exact distance between 
what the United States can expeet from Western 
Europe, and what Western Europe expects from 
us. ° 

Pleven came in part to assure America that 
France will stand militantly behind the North 
Atlantic pact. Within three years the French 
plan to have 100,000 more men under arms than 
at the start of World War II. Moreover, under 
the Brussels agreement the French have agreed 
to permit one West German soldier for every 
five allied soldiers. With reason they fear Ger- 
man rearmament, but with more reason. they 
consent to it because of the looming power 
of Russia beyond the Oder. 

Gen. Eisenhower comes to convince Ameri- 
cans that they must stand behind France and 
the rest of Western Europe if these nations are 
to stand with us. The General will take the 
case for American troops in Europe before 
Congress and the public. America must listen 
earnestly. ’ 

Neither France nor any other Western coun- 
try will fulfill its North Atlantic pact commit- 


ments, and build the defenses it now lacks with- 


out generous American aid. This means more 
than arms and dollars. In a day of retreatist 
speeches from some Americans who ought to 
know better, Europeans cannot be blamed for 
wanting tangible assurance that the United 
States will not desert them to aggression. The 
only possible assurance is American troops. 

As for German rearmament, we owe jt to 
our allies to proceed with caution. It is not 
only that the French fear Germans under arms, 
or that many Germans do not want to bear 
arms. Taking first things first, the United 
States should be sure of its own defenses and 
those of France—its. strongest friend on the 
Continent—before it devotes much energy to 
constructing:a German army. 

The Pleven and Eisenhower missions are the 
two sides of mutual assistance. If' America 
accepts Premier Pleven’s assurances, it must 
accept the case which Gen. Eisenhower has 
come to present. 
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Partisanship Takes Over 

The vote in the Missouri State Senate on the 
resolution to investigate the official conduct of 
Vance Julian was by a strict party vote of 16 
Democrats against eight Republicans. This made 
a partisan issue out of an improper perform- 
ance in office by the State Mediation Chairman 
The people of Missourl Know that this is a 
public issue and that party politics has nothing 
to do with it. Were Mr. Julian’s name still 
before the Senate for confirmation, the Demo- 
crats never would have had the face to stand up 
and vote en masse against this resolution. What 
they are doing is letting bad enough alone.

Thomas Hart Benton, Missouri's distinguished 
artist son, has had a disillusioning time of it 
with Persephone, the Greek goddess of the neth- 
er regions, and an even worse time with saloons. 

His remark that he would prefer to have his 
works hung anywhere except in museums, sa- 
loons included, cost him a job with the Kansas 
City Art Institute. It also brought him an 
invitation to hang his nude Persephone in Billy 
Rose’s Diamond Horseshoe, in New York City. 

After going to all that trouble to get out of 
museums, and after expressing all that faith 
in saloons, it seems a downright travesty on 
justice that Mr. Benton had to take Persephone 
out of Mr. Rose’s plush night club. The hot 
lights were cracking the paint, and Mr. Benton 
now takes the view that saloons are too un- 
stable—too many women in them already, let 
alone Persephone. , 

Now the goddess of Hades is going on dis- 
play in the Metropolitan Museum of Art. It is 
the final touch of irony, after all the trouble 
her creator has taken to give her a proper en- 
vironment. Mr. Benton cannot even echo the 
consolation which Edna St. Vincent Millay 
importuned the goddess to give to “a little 
lonely child lost in Hell.”

Inflationary but Fair 

John L. Lewis got in under the tent when 
the Wage Stabilization Board issued its order 
approving all wage increases granted prior to 
the freeze date of Jan. 25.. The principal bene- 
ficiaries will be the soft coal miners for whom 
Lewis had negotiated an increase of $1.60 a 
day a few days before the freeze. 


To the extent that wage increases recently 


granted exceed the actual _rise in the cost. of 
living, this order will be inflationary. But what 
could the wage board do? It could not justly 
say that wage contracts signed before Jan. 25 
should be invalidated when price contracts 
signed before the same date are valid. It could 
not in justice roll back wages when the Govern- 
ment declined to roll back prices. 

The board’s order authorizing wage increases 
up to the levels of state and federal minimum 
wage laws appears equally well justified. There 
is no justice in trying to locate the ceiling 
underneath the floor. Similarly it makes sense 
to include in the freeze overtime rates, bonuses, 
holiday pav and night differentials. These are 
clearly wage benefits which must come under 
the freeze. 

We are not so sure about payments into pen- 
sion funds, which the board classifies the same 
way. If those payments go into government 
bonds or some other investment which does 
not compete for goods, and if their payment 


does not require price increases, they are not 
immediately inflationary. They can be a form 


of saving rather than of spending. 

The board’s toughest problem is yet to come. 
That is what to do about contracts which tie 
wage rates to the cost of living. Labor justly 
insists that if the cost of living rises, wages 
should rise by a comparable amount. But in- 
creasing the wage rate may, in a period of over- 
time and full employment, result in increasing 
the total flow of wages by much more than the 
increase in living costs. There is no doubt 
that this would be inflationary. 

The best way out of this dilemma is to hold 
the cost of living down. If the Government 
can do that, the dispute .over cost-of-living 
clauses will become academic.

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Railroad switchmen, now engaged in new wildcat strikes, seek a 
40-hour week without pay cuts and other benefits; union president 
of explains demands; says railway profits are high but yardmen have 
had fewer wage rises than others; bitterness grows among them.

The men who Hattle the iev blasts -of 
winter and face death every dav on their 
jobs of keeping the nation’s trains’ run- 
ning are not getting a fair deal these days. 

If their jobs are so vital, if their contri- 
bution to our economy and to the defense 
effort are so necessary, why is it that 22 
months of negotiations have failed to 
yield conditions of employment that are 
standard in practically all other industry? 

Although practically all United States 
workers have now long enjoyed the stan- 
dard 40-hour work week with overtime 
on the sixth and seventh: day, the rail- 
road switchman and 
yardman are being 
denied this accepted 
American working 
standard. One mil- 
lion non - operating 
rail employes 
(clerks, shopmen, 
boifermakers. ma- 
chinists and so forth) 
have enjoyed’. the 
five-day week with 
no pay reduction for 
almost two years. 

Why the discrimina- 
tion? 

Train crews, who 
operate the trains 
over the road, in addition to desperately- 
needed wage: rate increases, are Seeking 
improvements in working rules that are 
long overdue. These include away-from- 
home expenses. such as lodging and meals, 
and penalty pay for delays at the termi- 
nels that are the result of management 
bungling. There -are some others, but 
these are two objectives that should be 
readily understood. They are accepted 
practices in all other industry. . 


‘What the Railroads Got 


As matters now stand, a majority of yard 
service employes work seven days a week 
at straight time. They work that kind of 
schedule just to buy their families the 
bare necessities of life under today’s soar- 
ing living costs. | 

Steelworkers, auto workers, conimon la- 
borers, in fact, most other workers have 
received four wage increases and some a 
fifth since the end of World War Il. 
Trainmen have had three. Their last pay 
hike was in October, 1948. 

In contrast to this, the railroads 
have asked for and received eight general 
rate increases since the end of the war. 
They add up to 57 per cent! They are 
hauling more freight and making. more 
money than at any time in their historyv— 
es have just filed for still another rate 
hike! , 


Of course, we want the railroads to 
prosper, but we want and must have a 
fairer share in our contribution to that 
prosperity. The railroads are today haul- 
ing several times the freight of 25 vears 
ago—and they are doing it with more than 
a million fewer emploves. ‘This ‘means

Pay Scales Compared :

For example, in Cleveland, 
yardmen’s pay ranges from $1.34 to $1.64 
an hour as compared to building trades- 
men who range from $1.95 (for common

Many are paid bonuses over and above 
their regular rates because of: labor short- 
ages They have all this plus double time 
on certain holidays, overtime after 40 
hours and many other benefits not includ- 
ed in our contracts. .

The restive and bitter spirit among 
operating rail workers, which broke out. 
around. the country a few weeks back in 
unauthorized strikes, is the result of man- 


-agement’s absolute refusal to enter into 


collective bargaining in the usual and 
realistic sense as practiced in most other 
industries. 

We came to the bargaining table, pre- 
pared to give and take in an effort to work 
out a satisfactory agreement of our differ- 
ences. The carriers came to the table to 
delay. Their intention from the beginning 
was to take full advantage of the endless 
delays afforded by the Railway Labor 
Act. They could stand the wait more than 
the switchman on the job. Each day the 
settlement was put off meant almost a 
million dollars in their coffers. 


No Forced Arbitration 


When the case finally went to a Presi- 
dential Emergency Board, we patiently 
presented the justification for our de- 
mands, backing them with irrefutable sta- 
tistical and sociological data. That board, 
comprised of men totally unfamiliar with 
the railroad industry and rail labor prob- 
lems. turned in a report we would not 
accept. 

Contrary to the general belief, Emer- 
gency Board reports under the law are 
not mandatory or binding on either party 
to the -dispute. We rejected the board's 
findings but did agree to use it ‘as the 
a for discussion and further negotia- 
ion. 

The carriers retorted that it was either 


the board’s report or nothing. This has. 


been their position in recent years. Its 
acceptance would amount to compulsory 
arbitration, a mechanism most repulsive to 
free enterprise -and free labor. How can 
we permit strangers, unfamiliar with the 
complexities of rail labor-management re- 
Jations to have the final say in such vital 
matters? 


22 Months of Talks 


Our demands were first served on the 
carriers 22 months ago. By exploiting the 
Railway Labor Act and their loyal, respon- 
sible employes, the railroads have thus 
far managed to avoid a fair and realistic 
settlement. At this point “realistic” means 
at least the 40-hour week with no pay cut 
and substantial wage raises to match those 
of the rest of labor, including the coal 
miners*who have been granted a 30-cent 


hourly. pay hike within the last 11 months. 


The recent White House proposal was 
turned down because, like the Emergency 
Board report before it, it would have given

of collective bargaining, and would not 
have granted the standard 40-hour week 
gor a reasonahle wage hike to help meet

Between Book Ends 


Murder as Modern High Poliry 


THE POLITICS OF MURDER, by Joseph Bornstein, 
(William Sloane Associates, 295 pqs., $4. 
Murder has been a primary factor in the 

making of the history of the twentieth 
The cases selected for inelusion 
in this survey of one of man’s oldest 
political weapons in action fall primarily 
within the scope of European ‘politics 
between the years 1924 and 1940. The 
bloody hands featured herein are those 
of Mussolini, Hitler and Stalin. Docu- 
mentary criminology of the type essayed 
by the author not only has the suspense 
of the fictional “who-dunits" but the sin- 
ister motivation stemming from highest 
political levels in real life. 

One semses, in that particularly help- 
less state that is hindsight, that when 
the assassins of Matteotti went unpun- 
ished, Italians lost their last chance of 

defeating Fascism. 

One senses, too, that 

when the German 

population had _ to 

stomach the purge of 

June 30, 1934, it was 

forced to develop a

concern that made 

the future easier for 

Adolf Hitler. De- 

mocracy and collec- 

tive security in Eu- 

rope lost much 

ground when Louis 

Barthou, French For- 

eign Minister, was 

killed in Marseilles 

Matteott under circumstances 

that pointed guilty fingers at both Hitler 
and Mussolini. That such a death had its 
relation to future history is seen in the 
fact that Pierre Laval succeeded to the 

Foreign Ministry in France. Similarly it 

is noteworthy that King Alexander, mur- 

dered with Barthou. was succeeded on the . 

throne of Yugoslavia by Paul, who had 

chosen one Hermann Goering as a per- 
sonal friend. 

The ruthlessness of Stalin’s Russia is 
illustrated in the case of the extermination 
of Ignace Reiss, an agent of the GPU who 
felt he could break with his masters. The 
Trotsky killing in Mexico in 1940 made 
clear the fact that neither time nor tide 
could stay the Stalin Communist demand 
for his, life. 

The longest single part of this work 
deals with the death of Lenin in January 
1924 As he enters upon this, his last 
chapter, the writer, a well-known Euro- 
pean journalist whose efforts in behalf of 
German democracy led to his enforced 
departure from Hitler’s land in the 1930s, 
states: “The following is not the descrip- 
tion of a murder case, but the investiga- 
tion of a historic mystery.” ‘p.240) As he 
develops the Lenin case, writer Bornstein 
repeatedly and with increasing insistence 
points to Stalin as one who might well 
have disposed of the father of the Russian 
Revolution. 

All in all as you read awful truths that 
would be more acceptable as fiction, it is 
easy to conelude that death some centuries 
ago at the hands of the mueh reviled 
Borgias was indeed beautiful and. infre- 
quent as compared with the brutality and 
frequency of political murder in the 
twentieth century.

THIS WEEK'S TRP. 
TO LOCAL MARKETS 


Monthly Analysis of Low, 
Medium and High Budget 
Fruits and Vegetables. 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 

HE rising cost of food is al- 

most sure to come up for 

discussion these days every 
time two housewives get together, 
not to mention the attention it 
gets at’ bridge parties and club 
meetings. If you would like some 
statistics to quote the girls at the 
next of these sessions, here are a 
few taken from “Marketing and 
Transportation Situation,” re- 
leased by the Department of Ag- 
riculture on Jan. 25, 1951. The 
figures are based upon compari- 
sons of prices in November, 1949, 
and November, 1950. 

The entire market basket cost 
4 per cent more than it had the 
previous year. Meat products 
were up 10 per cent, dairy prod- 
ucts up 3 per cent. On the other 
hand, fresh vegetables were 13 


per cent lower than they had 
been in November, 1949; poultry | 
and eggs were down 1 per cent; | 
sweet potatoes were 12 per cent. 
and onions: (you will do a double | 
take on this one) were 37 per | 
cent cheaper. All comparisons 
are based upon retail prices and, 
we repeat, are as of November. 
These figures make it appar- 
ent that it is really worth while 
to shop carefully, and to plan 
your menus around those foods 
which are in the plentiful or 


“good buy” category. You can 
do much to beat the high cost 
of. eating if you make the most 
of the lower priced foods. 

It may be just a coincidence, 
but two of the items mentioned 
above which were appreciably | 
lower are on this week’s list of 
recommendations: Onions’ and/| 
sweet potatoes. Incidentally, Feb. | 
4 to 10 is Louisiana yam week, 
and you will be wise if you plan 
to use some of those Eos 9 
tatoes. They are reasonable in 
price, plentiful, and both nutri- 
tious and delicious. What more 
could any one ask? 

However, the yams can’t have 
their special week all to them- 
selves; they will have to share it.

GREEN CARROT TOPS 


ARE FOOD FrlEVES 


Don’t be fooled by the pretty 
leaves on fresh carrots. 

The United States Department 
of Agriculture repeatedly has 
pointed out that “carrots in the 
stores are prettier with tops on, 
but less fresh.”. 

Botanists say that the pretty 
green tops of root vegetables, 
such as carrots, are “nutrition 
thieves,” robbing the edible roots 
of nourishment and moisture. 

Root vegetables will be fresher 
and have more nutritive value if 
their leaves or tops‘are trimmed 
off before they are stored in 
home refrigerators or vegetable 
bins: Although they may look 
more attractive in grocery stores 
with their leafy tops attached, 


those tops should be cut off as} 


soon as possible because they | 


draw moisture and nutrients from 
oe vegetables. Once the vegetable 
s harvested and the roots .are 
po of the ground the leaves draw 
on moisture and nourishment of 
a roots to keep alive. 
an issue of “Consumers’ 
Guide." it was explained: 


“Carrots in the store are pret- 
tier with tops on, but less fresh. 
When the carrot is in the ground, 
nourishment goes from the leaf 
to the root. Pull the carrot out 
of the ground and the nutrition 
traffic goes the other way, the 
leaves draw moisture and food 
from the root. Some distributors | 
now cut off carrot tops in the) 
country, but some still don’t... . | 
Tear the tops off to keep them 
fresh.” 

Topped carrots are sold either 
loose by the pound or pre-pack- 
aged in consumer-size bags, Pre- 
packaging sometimes is. done by 
the retail store itself, sometimes. 
by the shipper. In either case, | 
maximum freshness and nutrition | 
are provided by topped fresh car- | 
rots.

The Granite City Steel Co., 
which is in a $50,000,000 expan- 
sion program, has agreed to ad- 
vance the “money for the con- 
struction of the wharf and in re- 
turn will be guaranteed the use 
of two-thirds of the wharf under 
a 20-year lease. 

Effect on Steel Shipments. 

This wharf naturally will en- 
courage the shipment of steel and 
steel products by barge instead 
of by rail, which means a poten- 
tial loss of railroad jobs. This is 
the basis for the opposition by 
railroad labor. 

As understood here, the agency 
is negotiating with the Govern- 
ment for a lease on 120 acres on 
the harbor to be formed “when 
the canal is completed. The Politi- 
cal League does not plan to op- 
pose this lease because it involves

“We don’t like to do this,” the 
spokesman said.

Repayment By Bond Sale. 

The contract calls for *repay- 
ment of the money advanced by 
Granite City Steel from the sale 
of agency revenue bonds and 
from wharf rentals.

THE ESSENCE of this tale is, of course, the 
divergence in price between (a) acquiring a lovely 
lovelorn lady, (b) getting rid of her. Somehow this 
moral—perhaps immoral wo ‘1 be the word—got 
lost in translation to t*levision. Tle tone of Col- 
lier’s writing, his distinctive sift for wringing 
humor out of an essentially tragic situation, was 
altogether buried under -xcessively literal acting 
and direction. I don’t know that this was anyone’s 
fault. Real live human actors are just a little too 
real, too live and too human for Collier’s macabre 
wit. Perhaps an animated cartoon would be the 
answer to dramatizing Collier if Collier has to be 
dramatized. As it was, “The Chasers” became just 
another story with;a twist which telegraphed 
itself a mile ahead, the sort of thing that is a 
dime a dozen on radio. 

I bring this up because there is a good deal of 
this on television these days. An excellent short 
story on paper does not necessarily make an ex- 
cellent short story on television. Some stories are 
inherently undramatizable; others lend themselves 
to drama only if done by experts and they don’t 
always get expert care. The problem of distinguish- 
ing the dramatizable from the undramatizable has. 
plagued the movie people these many ye.rs now, 
and I expect it’ll continue to plague the television 
people, too. 


* 

THE ROSE SHOW still sets a high standard in 
production, which is by Jed Harris, direction and 
acting. The stories are all simple one-cylinder-plot 
affairs, generally with a small cast, highly suited 
to the intimacy of television. Just what Rose has 
to do with them, though, is becoming a bit of a 
mystery. Originally he was to have contributed 
the stories from his late column. He apparently 
has run out of these already and is resorting to 
other authors. e : 

This dilemma will eventually face a lot of tele- 
vision programs, a matter that was brought to my 
attention by John McClain, who is also in the 
miserable profession of column-writing: “How 
about Pulitzer Prize Playhouse and the Somerset 
Maugham Theater and the rest of them when they 
run out of material? First it will be the stories 
of men who were considered for the Pulitzer Prize; 
then men who were nearly considered and so 
forth until we have arrived at stories of men who 
read Pulitzer Prize stories. Maugham will have to 
resort to ‘stories I almost wrote,’ ‘stories I read 
and liked,’ ‘stories I didn’t quite have time ,to 
read but are notable.’”’

Try and Stop Me

HE best story | heard in Hollywood this year 
T dates back to the outbreak of World War II, 

and though it probably has been printed before, 
‘it certainly bears retelling. Directly following 
Pearl Harbor wild rumors about invading Jap 
planes being sighted within range of the California 
coast swept the film colony. According to the 
legend, one of the highest moguls of a big studio 
took them so seriously that he summoned the mest 
famous camouflage expert in the United States and 
told him, “I want the entire studio camouflaged 
immediately, regardless of cost.” 

“I’m sorry,” said the expert, “but 1 can’t take 
the job.” The mogul, who hadn't heard the word 
“no” in 20 years, was aghast. ‘What do you mean 
you can’t?” he sputtered. “This is rank discrimina- 
tion against the motion-picture industry!

Some Tasty Ways of Preparing Rabbit 


Even the Little Woman Should Like It Fried, Jugged or in a Stew 


By Hoyt Alden 


HE Little Woman’s attitude 
T toward wild game runs the 

gamut from unenthusiastic to 
downright opposed. She will con- 
sent to cook a squirrel or a brace 
of rabbits, usually just to humor 
the mighty huntsman, but her 
heart isn’t in it. This means she 
will subject them tg the hard-fry 
technique which results in a dish 
with all the flavor and succulence 
of fried linoleum. 

If friend husband can’t con- 
vince the Little Woman there’s 
mighty good eating in well-pre- 
pared rabbit, he might as well 
learn to cook them himself. He 
can start with fried rabbit, which 
is probably the original recipe 
anyway, and if he does it proper- 
ly he—and the Little Woman— 
will be surprised at the results. 
Like this: 

Cut the rabbit in pieces at the 
joints and drop them in a mari- 
nade made of a cup of vinegar, 
two tablespoons of mustard, a 
teaspoon of salt, a tablespoon of 
brown sugar and a pinch of pep- 
per. Let it stay there for six 
hours. 

Then roll it in flour and brown 
it in bacon grease. When it’s 
brown take it out of the skillet 
and make a gravy of fat, flour 
and hot water. Stir it smooth, 
put the rabbit back in and let it 
cook, covered, until it’s tender. 
A few bites of this and the Little 
Woman will reach for the shotgun 
and go rabbit hunting herself.

IF THAT DOESN’T make her 
a huntsman, a brief acquaintance 
with jugged rabbit should do the 
trick. Make it this way: 

Skin, clean and cut up the rab- 
bit. In cleaning a rabbit watch 
out for the scent glands, waxy 
looking kernels under the fore- 
legs and on either side of the 
spine.. They should be removed 
taking care not to cut into them. 

Now you have the rabbit 
cleaned and cut up. Okay. Fry 
it in butter to a nice brown. Mash 
and bone two anchovies, adding 
to them some mace, chopped 
parsley and lemon peel. Line an 
earthen jar or bowl with slices 
of lemon peel and then put in 
the pieces of rabbit in layers, 
placing between each layer a 
couple of slices of bacon and 
some of the anchovy mixture. On 
top it all place four tablespoons 
of ale. Lay more bacon on the 
top and cover it with an air tight 
lid. Settle it in a kettle of water

Child Needs Tools

OYS and girls should be given tools and taught their use, 
Bes their care, as soon as their hands allow. Parents are 

afraid to let children use tools lest they injure themselves, 
which is sensible if not carried too far. Boys of nine years, 
girls of even younger age, are usually able to use a knife, a 
chisel, hammer and saw and plane, screwdriver and bit. The 
skillful use of such tools will stimulate their intelligence, 
add power to their hands and to their minds. No experience 
is ever wasted, no knowledge is ever useless. The more a 
child can do the more he knows about living. Tools, their use 
and their care add immeasurably to a child’s feeling of fitness 
and security.

THE HOMES OF TODAY are, and assuredly the homes 


of the next generation will be filled with machinery that re- 
quires technical knowledge and skill in its use. The wages 
of plumbers, electricians, repairmen make their services an 
emergency measure only, so that members of the family need 
to acquire the fundamental knowledge required for first aid 
to household equipment. 

A woman needs to know what makes her mixer work, 
how to oil it if it4s the kind that needs oil; how to tighten a 
screw when it needs tightening; how to mend simple breaks 
and know when the expert must be called. A working knowl- 
edge of household machinery and equipment is essential to 
good housekeeping and girls must be taught this.

BOYS ARE USUALLY allowed to have some training in 
this field .but few ever get enough experience to make the 
work easy for them. These boys are going to be householders 
and they must know how to handle motors, how to attend 
to the electric lights, refrigerators, freezers, tractors, plumbing 
fixtures, whatever machinery or equipment is used on the 
place. It certainly won’t help them to balance their budgets 
if they have to call a plumber to put a washer on the leaking 
faucet or an electrician to change a fuse. 

It won't be enough that the bride can make a cherry pie. 
She will have to understand and manage. the electric unit 
that bakes it. It won't be enough for the groom to know that 
he requires an oil burner to heat his house, he will have to 
know how to care for it. 

Fathers can pass their knowledge on to their children 
and schools can elaborate it, but the beginnings are in the 
home where father and mother furnish the tools for the chil- 
dren and teach them how to use them, on the family be- 
longings—cars, faucets, motors, whatever there is. Let the 
children learn how.

HYDE PARK. . 
UESDAY I was up early. It 
was the anniversary of my 
husband’s birth and the little 
boy who was chosen as the poster 
boy for the March of Dimes laid 
a wreath on his grave at 9 a.m.
